AM&N president, told newsmen 
that the money would be used 
to make the most badly needed 
repairs to "make some of the 
buildings more tolerable." He 
said $500,000 would be required 
to restore the older buildings on 
campus to good condition. 


Sen. Knox Nelson of Pine 


Bluff, who accompanied' Bump- 
ers on the tour, said he thought 
it would take $1 million to fi- 
nance the needed renovations. 


During his round of the cam- 


pus, 
Bumpers shook hands and 


chatted with students and fac- 
ulty, visited 
with 
two star 


members of the college's track 
squad during the team's after- 
noon workout and reviewed an 
ROTC band and honor guard, 
which accompanied him around 
part of the campus.

Career of 
Unitas 1$ 
inJe

BALTIMORE (AP) — John 


Unitas, who missed a realtively 
few games while being knocked 
around for 15 years in the Na- 
tional Football League, finds 
his career in sudden jeopardy 
because of a freak off-season 
injury. 


The 37-year-old quarterback 


ruptured his right Achilles ten- 
don while playing paddle ball 
Wednesday 
with 
teammate 


Tom Matte, and underwent sur- 
gery about six hours later. 


Matte, who drove Unitas to 


Union Memorial Hospital, also 
was admitted not long after- 
ward when he suffered a re- 
curring attack of bleeding ul- 
cers. 


"The surgery confirmed the 


early diagnosis of a ruptured 
Achilles tendon of the right 
foot," a Colts' spokesman said 
after the 1%-hour operation on 
Unitas. 


"The tendon was separated 


and shredded about two inches 
above the right heel," the 
spokesman said. "The separa- 
tion was repaired and Colt doc- 
tors are optimistic about the 
surgery." 


Unitas is expected to be in a 


cast for about six weeks, how- 
ever, and the type of injury has 
been known to cut short the ca- 
reers of much younger athletes. 


"This has been some year," 


Unitas reflected. "First, I was 
hurt in the Super Bowl,, then 
my wife sued for separation,.!;; 
and now this."

Unitas, who holds almost all 


of the NFL passing records, 
was injured in the first half of 
the Super Bowl game against 
the Dallas Cowboys, but the 
Colts went on to win, 16-13. 


Since he started with Balti- 


more in 1956, Unitas has suf- 
fered broken ribs, a punctured 
lung, dislocated fingers, torn 
knee cartilege, broken ver- 
tebrae, and tendonitis of the el- 
bow. 


He missed one game in 1958 


and sat out another, although 
he was ready to play, after suf- 
fering broken ribs and the lung 
puncture. In 
1965, following 


knee surgery, he was sidelined 
for four games. 


The elbow tendonitis kept Un- 


itas out of action almost the en- 
tire 1968 season, but a rigorous 
therapy program restored his 
throwing arm for the 1969 sea- 
son. 


"It's a staggering thing, not 


only for all of us personally," 
said Don Klosterman, the Colts' 
general manager, "but because 
John Unitas has contributed so 
much to professional football 
and the Baltimore Colts. But 
with John's determination and 
courage, we are hopeful of his 
early return to the team."

Dr. James Urbaniak of the 


orthopedic service at Duke 
U n i v e r s i t y who has pio- 
neered this procedure cau- 
tions, however, that patients 
with rheumatoid a r t h r i t i s 
need a complete evaluation 
since the disease

more than just joints. Many 
patients can be helped by 
other procedures. The opera- 
tion has helped in other de- 
formities like those occurring 
in accident victims or Viet- 
nam war casualties.

proved all of the governor's re- 
vised package except a bill that 
would have reduced from 2 to 
1 per cent the discount mer- 
chants receive for collecting the 
sales tax. The measure would 
have provided $1 million a year 
extra revenue. 


The governor's program in- 


cluded the first revision of the 
income tax since 1929 and the 
repeal of tax exemptions en- 
joyed by utilities and common 
carriers. 


Bumpers called his revenue 


package "the barest minimum" 
to fund the program he pro- 
posed. 


He resisted pressure by some 


legislators and the state's pub- 
lic school teachers to ask for an 
increase in the sales tax to pro- 
vide teacher salary raises 
greater than the $900 average 
increase per teacher he had 
proposed over the biennium. 
Nonadministration House and 
Senate bills to increase the 3 
per cent tax by a half per cent 
and a House measure to raise 
it by a full one per cent were 
permitted to die without a vote 
after enactment of the gover- 
nor's program. 


An additional half per cent 


would produce about $20 million 
a year, but the governor said 
he was opposed to the sales tax 
because it was regressive. He 
also said his administration was 
not in a position at this point 
to handle the extra money ef- 
fectively. 


Bumpers originally outlined a 


$26 million package, but he re- 
novated the program after the 
Senate defeat of the income 
tax bill, the big revenue produc- 
er among his proposals. The 
principal objection to the meas- 
ure was to the 9 per cent rate 
Bumpers had proposed 
taxing 


taxable income above $40,000 a 
year. 


In restructuring his package, 


the governor lowered the top 
taxable rate to 7 per cent on in- 
come above $25,000, withdrew a 
bill to extend the 3 per cent 
sales tax to the sale of second- 
hand goods and replaced his 
bill to subject cigarettes to the 
sales tax with a five-cent per 
package increase in the excise 
tax on cigarettes. 


The net effect was a gain of 


about $1.5 million in the ad- 
ministration program. 


The income tax bill, which 


passed the Senate on the first 
vote after the revisions were 
made but required five votes in 
the House before being ap- 
proved, will produce about $15.2 
million, according to the esti- 
mate of the state Administra- 
tion Department. 


The tax rates under the new 


law are 1 per cent on the first 
$3,000 of taxable income, 2.5 per 
cent on $3,000 to $6,000, 3.5 per 
cent on $6,000 to $9,000, 4.5 per 
cent on $9,000 to $15,000, 6 per 
cent on $15,000 to $25,000 and 7 
per cent on all over $25,000. 


The old rates were 1 per cent 


on the first $3,000, 2 per cent on 
$3,000 to $6,000, 3 per cent on 
$6,000 to $11,000, 4 per cent on 
$11,000 to $25,000 and 5 per cent 
on all over $25,000. 


The five-cent increase in the 


cigarette tax, elevating the tax 
to I73'i cents per package, one 
of the highest in the nation, 
will provide about $9 million a 
year. 


Bumpers' bill to extend the 


sales tax to repair services will 
yield about $2 million and the 
measure to repeal the use tax 
exemptions granted quasipublic 
corporations will produce about 
$800,000 in the fir.-,' fiscal year 
of the coming biennium. 


The use-tax exemption is be- 


ing removed 
in a 
four-step 


phaseout ending in 1974. The 
bill then will provide more than 
$2 million a year in new reve- 
nue, according to the estimates.
